Summary of AWA Exceptions 

During the previous year BerTek, Inc. had two exceptions to AWA standards that were 

submitted by the Laboratory Director and fully approved by the BerTek, Inc. IACUC. 

1. The IACUC committee empowered a single member of the committee 

i to approve protocols involving insecticide testing. These tests 
would involve only treatment with ectoparasiticides and subsequent evaluation of 
ectoparasite populations and involve no painful procedures, anesthesia, surgery, or unusual 
stress. This reauest was made due to the small size and small number of emnlovees at 
BerTek, Inc.
